violence in Calcutta, 

With eight days remaining in the 
elections for a new Parliament and 
three state legislatures, security 
measures were tightened throughout 
the country. The army was alerted 
for possible deployment in Aligarh, 
where eight persons were killed 
and 45 injured in communal riot- 
ing sparked off by political ten- 
sslons in the city,

BELFAST. — Northern Ireland 
Premier James Chichester-Clark 
said yesterday anothdr battalion of 
British infantrymen would arrive 


shortly to beef up military forces gun 


in the violence-torn province. 

Mr. Chichester-Clark made the 
announcement to the province’s Par- 
liament at Stormont even as a 
crowd of more than 1,000 massed 
for a funeral for one of two police- 
men killed by machinegun fire in 
week-end street violence. 


The Premier said the battalion, 
totalling about 750 men, would be 
used to step up “security in North- 
ern Ireland and that "if other for- 
ces are necessary they would be 
made .available." More than 6,000 
British troops already are on sta- 
tion in the province.

Egyptian overflights,

TEL AVIV. — Two Egyptian jets 


- erossed the Suez Canal yesterday 


and flew over Israel positions on 
an apparent observation mission, the 
army spokesman: announced. 

Iwo Sukhoi-7s flew over the cen- 
tral sector at around noon. As in 
“the previous cases, Israel complained 
to the U.N. cease-fire mission. 

Later in the afternoon, the Egyp- 
tlans: sent up an observation 

“galloon with a man to take pic- 
tures of the Israel lines in the south- 
ern sector of the Canal. 

The balloon waa raised for the 
first time at 2 p.m. in Egyptian ter- 
ritory over the southern sector, and 
agaln at 8.80 over a different point 
of the southern-Mnes. The balloon 
was raised to about 200 metres 8]- 
titude each time to enable the lone 
Egyptian photographer, suspended 
jn ἃ wicker basket, to ‘take pic- 
tures of the Israel positions. The 
balloon was then pulled back to 
the ground by means of ἃ rope 
secured to the basket, 

The fact that the Hgyptians have 
resorted to balloons for their re- 
connaissance pictures, despite the 
frequent averflight of the Israeli 
lines by their aircraft, suggests that 
the aerial photography of the Egyp- 
tians still leaves much to he desired.

Israel informed the U.S. yes- 
terday of ite uncompromising op- 
position to any idea of Four 
Power or Security Council inter- 
vention, by declaration or resolu- 
tion, in the conduct of the Jar- 
ring talks. Israel's hope was that 
the U.S. would not agree to the 
Big Four taking up any matter ex, 
cept “supplementary guarantees” 
for an eventual Middle Fast p peace. 


Israel’s strong feelings on this 
store were conveyed by Prime Min- 
ister Golda Meir end Foreign Min- 
ister Abba Eban to U.S. Embassy 
Counsellor J. Owen Zurhellen, sub- 
stituting for the indisposed Ambas- 
sador. Mr. Walworth Barbour. The 
meeting. held at Mrs. Meir's Bu- 
reau in. Jerusalem, was also at- 
tended by Dr. Yaacov Herzog, Di- 
rector-General of the.Prime Minis- 
ter’s Office; Mr. Simcha Dinitz, Po- 
litical Adviser to the Prime Minis- 
ter; Mr. Mordechai Gazit, Deputy 
Director-General of the Foreign 
Ministry, and Mr. David Korn, First 
Secretary of the U.S. Embassy. 


SOVIET DRIVE 
The discussicn took place against 
the background of a swiftly moun- 
ting Sovier campaign, fully support- 
ed by the French, to press the

‘Minister without Portfolio Israel 
Galli told the Alignment Knesset 
faction last night that Israel was 
engaged in a strenuous’ argument 
with the U.S. 

Reviewing developments in the 
Jarring mission, Mr. Galili sald that 
the U.S. had expressed its dissatis- 
faction with the reply which Am- 
bassador Yosef Tekoah handed U.N. 
envoy Gunnar Jarring last week- 
end, for transmission to Egypt. He 
noted, however, that the Egyptians, 
for all their vented dissatisfaction, 
had not sald they were quitting the 
Jarring framework. 

Israel's leaders have made it clear 
in Washington, on a number of oc- 
casions, what the hasic elements of 
Israel's thinking are on territorial 
questions, quite separately from the 
Jarring mission, Mr. Galiil said. 
These basic elements do not stem 
cut of a map, since a map does not 
exist, They tally, however, with the 
Alignment Oral Law and the various 
Cabinet and Knesset decisions, 

The Minister said that after Pre- 
mier Golda Meir had indicated Is- 
rael's readiness to probe the possi- 
bility of an interim solution, Jeru- 
salem had not heard a single word 
more about the idea. But he would 
not rule out the possibility that a 
deadlock in the Jarring mission 
might not cause the topic to re- 
surface in the future. 

Foreign Minister Abba Eban, brief- 
ing an enlarged session of the N.R.P. 
faction and the political party, said 
he was optimistic about peace pros- 
pects since time lay on Israel's side.

U.S. leftists: lai credit for bomb 


WASHINGTON. — Responsibility 
for bombing the American Capitol 
was Claimed in a letter received yes- 
terday by the Assoclated Press sign- 
ed “the Weather ‘Underground.”. 

“We have attacked the Capito] 
because it is, along with the White 
House and the Pentagon, the world- 
wide symbol of the government here 
and in Latin America, Africa and 
Asia, it is a monument to U.S. do- 
mination over the planet," the let- 
ter said, 

Postmarked Monday from Bliza- 
beth, New Jersey: the typewritten 
flve-page letter was marked across, 
the top of the firat page with an 
inked blue, purple, green and orange 
tainbow plerced by a red arrow. 

“All over the country, revolu- 
tlonaries are getting ready for the 
spring,” the letter sald. “Our plans 
can be as creative and indigenous as 
the bamboo booby traps of the Viet-

THANT REPORT 

In Israel's view, the report which 
U Thant had promised Cairo would 
be grievously failing in accuracy if 
it left rhe tmpression that the talks 
were now completely stalled and 
could not be moved without outside 
intervention. Political circles in Je- 
rusalem also pointed out that 
Egypt's obvious Impotence to re- 
sume the firing on March 7 in- 
dicated that it was not necessary 
te bribe Cairo to prevent war 
breaking out next week. 

Four Power intrusion into the 
process of negotiations under Dr. 
Jarring's auspice was, in Israel's 
view, the more unwarranted be- 
cause the U.S. had made an ex- 
plicit commitment to restrict the 
proceedings in that forum ta the 
issue of supplementary, or additive, 
guarantees. Although Israel had 
viewed the start of these discus- 
sions with disquiet last month, it 
was now content to have them con- 


tinue — as long as they did not 
impinge on the actual process ΟΣ 
peacemaking by the parties. 

The U.S. had also indicated, at 
the time, that its agreement to the 
holding of such “preliminary dis- 
cussions" on guarantees would de- 
pend on Egyptian abstention from 
the making of threats and deadlines 
— and thé calling of Sécurity Coun- 
cil meetings on the Jarre talks. 
This. in Israel's view, would be 
grounds enough to block any Egyp- 
tian-Soviet plan to mobilize the 
Council against Israel. 


SOVIET APPETITE 

In addition, Israe] had declared 
that any morsel of concession the 
U.S. might be throwing to the So- 
viets would only whet the Krem- 
lin's appetite for richer fare. Re- 
Ports reaching Jerusalem last night 
appeared to indicate that the U.S. 
had in the main accepted this ana- 
lysis —- at least for now.

Thant expected to 
report to Council

WASHINGTON. — U.N, Secretary- 
General U Thant is expected to re- 
port to the Security Council today 
or tomorrow on the state of the 
Jarring talks. The report will, 
therefore, precede the Thursday 
meeting of the Big Four, according 

to U.S. sources. 

U.S. officials indicated they have 
turned down the request of the 
Saviet Union, backed by France, 
for an earlier meeting of the four. 
They also displayed some irritation 
that this request, transmitted on 
Monday by Soviet Ambassador Ana~- 
toly Dobrynin to Secretary of State 
William Rogers, had been given to 
the

U.S. officials do not anticipate 
any difficulty in achieving an ex- 
tension of the cease-fire. However. 
the U.S. would be prepared, it 
feems, to join the ‘other three 
powers in issuing.a statement at 
Thursday's Big Four meeting, as

After March 7 and after the no-

INA quoted State Department 
spokesman Robert McCloskey as 
saying that the U.S. thought it 
would be “premature” for the Big 
Four to meet before tomorrow's 
scheduled meeting. Speaking at a 
news briefing, he said the U.S. was 
relying on quiet diplomacy, and “we 
prefer that approaches by the So- 
viets to this government and other 
governments were not publicized."

Egypt's U.N. delegate has can- 
celled one appointment with peace 
envoy Gunnar Jarring and may not 
meet with him again untit he de- 
livers a report on Israel's positton, 
Cairo Radio said yesterday. 

Egypt was apparently putting 
pressure on Secretary-General U 
Thant to submit a Middle Hast re- 
port to the Security Council Cairo 
hopes such a report would lead to 
a@ meeting by the Security Council, 
or at least by the Four Powers, 
befure next Sunday, which Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat had 
set as a deadline for the current 
cease-fire. 

With only four days to go be- 
fore this deadline, Egypt appears 
to be anxlously awaiting a state- 
ment — especially by the Big Four 
whose expression of concern 
could be taken by Cairo as an ex- 
cuse to extend the cease-fire be- 
yond March 7. 

Egypt itself has been maintaijn- 
ing quiet over its next step, which 
it has said will depend on the at- 
titude of the Security Council and 
the Four Powers. The Egyptian 
Government met yesterday morn- 
ing under Premier Mahmoud Fawzi 
but no statement was issued on 
the nature of the discussions. 

Cairo reports yesterday indicated 
that Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mahmoud Riad was primarily con- 
cerned with the U.S. position, which 
he discussed at a meeting on Mon- 
day with the American envoy in 
Cairo, Donald Bergus. 

Beirut Radio said last night that 
Washington was unlikely to exert 
any pressure on Israel, especially 


for the sake of a settlement from 
which Moscow might benefit more 
than Washington. 

Also in the Lebanese capital, For- 
eign Minister Khalil Abu Hamed 
yesterday summoned the Blg Four 


ambassadors for talks on the Middle 
East. He conferred first with the 
Soviet envoy who had earlier in the 
week delivered two Soviet messages 
to Lebanon's Premier Sa'eb Salam.

Nixon awarded Space Agency Dis- 
* tin; hed Service medais Monday 
night to the three Apollo 14 Astro- 
nauts at a White House dinner in 
their honour and declared that 
America cannot “rest on our lau- 
rels” in space exploration. 

Speaking’ pointedly to members 
of the House and Senate space 
committees in the gathering, Mr. 
Nixon added the U.S. cannot cut 
back on its support for space pro- 
grammes “if this nation is to con- 
tinue to be a great nation.” 

He officially announced the tra- 
ditional military rank promotions 
for two astronauts not similarly 
honoured before — -Navy Captain 
Hdgar Mitchell and Air Force

Japanese fight off 
police at airport 


NARITA, Japan (Reuter). — Milt- 
tant demonstrators hurling stones 
yesterday beat back hundreds of 
riot police trying to requisition land 
earmarked for Tokyo's second in- 
ternational airport. At least 46 po- 
Hce and airport security guards 
were injured by a bruising barrage 
of rocks as local farmers and left- 
wing students fought furiously to 
prevent the takeover. 

The battle lasted several hours 
and surged up and down a steep, 
barren hillside before police finaliy 
withdrew leaving the opponents of 
of some 
1,500 square metres of land which 
they have held for eight days. The 
militants have barricaded them- 
selves behind stockades and barbed 
wire and have dug trenches. 

In one brief victory, a strong 
police force attempted a frontal 
assault into a gully occupied by 
protesters while another force at- 
tacked and occupied a lonely hill- 
top fortification several hundred 
metres - away. 

Police beat off several furious 
attacks by stone-throwing youths 
nightfall after 
Smashing down the barricades. Hel- 
meted demonstrators immediately 
reoceupied the hill. . 

‘Twelve demonstratora were ar- 
rested and dragged off during the 
running battles. Throughout the 
day the pollce were forced to de- 


fend themselves behind full-length 
aluminium riot shields, often rush- 
ing forward with the shields thrust 
in front like battering rams.

America's finest 


Virus 
and 
leukemia 


SEATTLE (AP). — 

NIVERSITY of Washington 
scientists have found strong avi- 
dence to support the theory that a 
virus can cause leukemie in humans. 


The evidence arose in a case in- 
volving a 16-year-old girl whose 
leukemia was diagnosed in July 
1969. After other methods of treat~ 
ment failed, she was given a high 
dose of radiation to ἘΠῚ her can- 
cerous hone marrow cells, then| 
received a transplant of healthy 
marrow cells from her 10-year-old 
brother. 


Blood counts 42 days after the 
transplant showedonly the healthy 
donor cells were present, but 62 
days later recurrent leukemia was 
found. The girl died subsequently. 
The research was directed by Dr. 
P.J. Plalkow and Dr. E. Donnell 
Thomas and assisted by Drs. Jean 
Bryant and Paul Neiman. They re- 
ported thelr work in the British 
medical journal, The Lancet. 


The doctors decided that if the 
cancerous ‘regrowth was caused by 
the girls own cells, they would 
contain two female X chromosomes.

Nigeria gallops towards inflation

LAGOS (Gemini). — 

UST a year after the end of the 

bitterest civil war in Africa, 
Nigeria is in the middle of the 
biggest economic boom West 
Africa has ever known. Hardened 
eritics on the African scene have 
yet to witness such a turbulent 
upsurge in trade and industrial pro- 
duction. 

THiveryone in the sweltering capital 
of Lagos seems to be selling some- 
thing to somebody else, whether it 
is the big man in his brand new 
Mercedes smuggling goods across 
the Dahomey border for his wife 
to trade, or the little man behind 
the hotel counter who wants to 
change Nigerian pounds at a 
discount for sterling. 

Every other Nigerian in @ sa- 
laried job either has a business on 
the side or has set his family up 
in a strange new enterprise, One 
ex-journalist the biggest 
wage an editor could get in Lagos, 
abandoned his profession and turned 
up in London buying wast quantities 
of cement and ladies’ brassieres.

1-MAN FIRM CAN EXIST 


The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Tei Aviv District Court delivered on 
July 44, 1970 (in Motion 3345/70). 

The appellant is the only son of 
the late Moshe Nirenberg, who died 
in 1965, leaving a will in which he 
disinberited hls son. The will re- 
celved probate in the Tel. Aviv Dis- 


trict Court’ over the objections of 


the appellant whose appéal to the 
Supreme Court was also dismissed. 


The appellant thereupon applied to 


‘the Tel Aviv District Court for a 


declaratory judgment to the effect 
that two of the companies in which 
his late father wag the sole. share- 
holder, did not exist and that the 
“mirl” land which they owned there- 
ford actually belonged to the de- 
ceased and should pass to his legal 
heirs in accordance with the taw. 

‘When this application was dis- 
missed by the Tel Aviv District 
Court the appellant appealed to the 
Supreme Court.

TEL AVIV. — Two members of a 
South American singing group. 
“The Nicaraguans," were convicted of 
staying in Jsrael illegally, in that 
they had overstayed the validity 
of their entry permit, but Maegis- 
trate Boris Rappoport complained 
that the court proceedings ought 
never to have been brought. He 
fined the group members a token 
IL35 each. The impresario who 
arranged their performances, and 
who was charged with aiding them 
.to stay without a permit, Mr. Ya'a- 
cov Zilbring, was acquitted. 

The two entertainers, Alberto 
Carlos, 32, from Salvador, and An- 
ma Gomez, 26, from Nicaragua, first 
came to Israel in October, 1968, 
brought over by Mr, Zilbring to 
perform in a club, Their entry visa 
ran out on January 1, 1969, and 
since then they have been in Israel 
Wegally, performing in various 
elubs, 

The magistrate held that.Mr. Zil- 
bring had proved that he Had done 
all thet the law required of him. 
He had reported to the Ministry of 
Interior that the group was πὸ 
longer working for him while their 
entry visas were still in force.

On the other hand, he had complaints about the 
school which his little daughter is attending, in 
that the staff there did-not take sufficient indi- 
vidual trouble with immigrant children. This, 
of course, will always be a matter of luck in what 
sort of teacher you draw (sabra children have 
exactly the same trouble) and πὸ government 
edict or heavily funded programme will ever 
change it. The father himself sounds like the kind 
of teacher who, when he starts working here, will 
not be guilty of neglecting his pupils’ individual 
needs. He is doing his Ph.D. thesis, he told us, in 
the field of “psychotheraple pedagogy”: the head 
of the American immigrant family whom we 
followed in the preceding series was in the same 
area, With due respect for its importance, isn’t 
the programming here just a little heavily inclined 
in one direction? : 

The wife: ‘It’s not a question of whether con- 
ditions here are ‘better’ or ‘worse’.

Edward Gelber 
dies aged 67 


Edward E. Gelber, a former pro- 
minent Canadian communal leader 
who in recent years was active in 
many public bodies in Jerusalem, 
died here yesterday, aged 67. 

Edward Gelber was born in To- 
ronto and studied at the university 
there and in New York, later spend- 
ing a year at the Jewish Theological 
Seminary, where he was ordained as 
a rabbi. He was admitted to the 
Ontario Bar‘in 1984. 

He held a number of leading po- 
sitions including that of President 
of the Zionist Organization of Cana- 
da, President of the Associated 
Hebrew School, Toronto, and found- 
ing co-chairman of the Israel Bond 
Campaign of Canada, 

He settled in Jerusalem in 1054, 
becoming Deputy Chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the Hebrew 
University, member of the Board of 
Directors of Keren Hayesod, and 
the Jewish National Fund, Chair- 
man of the Rubin Academy of Mu- 
sic, Vice-Chairman of Yad Va-Shem, 
Board member of the Bezalel Mu- 
seum, and Chairman of the Eixe- 
cutive of the Internationa) Cultural 
Centre for Youth in Israel

The Government, which has ex- 
propriated sizable tracts of empty 
land around Jerusalem for housing 
developments, has been requested to 
expropriate some more land to ac- 
‘commodate the city's dead. 

The Jerusalem Community Burial 
Society has appealed to the Govern- 
ment to acquire 300-100 dunams on 
the eastern slope of the Mount of 
Olives for expansion of the existing 
cemetery. The barren, steeply slop- 
ing Iand is Arab-owned. 

Mr. D. Shachor, director of ‘the 
society, told the press yesterday 
that there was just enough space 
in the Mount of Olives cemetery for 
another five to eight years. The only 
Other cemetery with significant 
empty space in the city is at Har 
Bamenuhot where there is enough 
room: for two or three years. Acqui- 
sition of the tract on the eastern 
slope of the Mount, of Olives, which - 
adjoins the existing cemetery, 
would provide enough room for the 
next 20 to 25 years. (Approximately 
$50 graves can be dug in one 
dunam.)

The largest single export order 
ever booked in Israel — for §40m. 
worth of tres — was endorsed at 
a brief ceremony in Finance Minis- 
ter Pinhas Sapir's Jerusalem office 
yesterday morning. 

Signatories to the contract were 
Mr. George K. Feinberg, Chairman 
of Duddy's, one of the biggest in- 
dependent tire distributors in the 
U.S., and Mr. Yosef Teicher, presi- 
dent of Alliance Tire and Rubber 
Company. Ajso present were Mr. 
Sumner Brown, vice-president of 
Duddy's, and Mr. Yosef Ra’anan, 
general manager of Alliance's Ha- 
dere plant. 

Mr. Sapir expressed his pleasure 
at the size of the transaction, point- 
ing out that Alliance achieved its 
first million dollars in exports in 
1956. “This year they will top 
$17m.," he said. Mr. .Teicher later 
told The Jerusalem Post that an 
investment of IL50m. in 1966 had 
trebled his company’s exports. The 
forecast figure for 1972 is §20m. A 
second investment phase, involving 
IL30m. in capital, will lift foreign 
earnings to $$5m. by 1974 or 1975. 

“We started out selling to deve- 
loping countries, where possibilities 
are limited. Now we have broken 
into the big markets of the West, 
and there is no reason why we 
should not be shipping between 
$70m. and §100m. of tires abroad 
by the end of the present decade,” 
he predicted. ᾿ 

Mr. Feinberg, who became in- 
terested in Alliance products four 
years ago (and has now bought 
shares in the company), stated that 
while giant concerns such as Fire- 
stone and Goodyear concentrate on 
standard models, Alliance makes 
extra-ply tires and other special- 
purpose products. (Alliance had in- 
vested IL13m. in a plant for radial- 
ply tires before some of the world- 
famous suppliers had touched this 
novelty.) The market for these 


-wares is colossal, by Israel stand- 


ards, and growing all the time, he 
believes. 

“I'd Hke you to know,” Mr. Fein- 
berg added, “that in four years of 
business with this factory, I have 
not had a single Israel-made pas-

TEL AVIV. — About 65,000 abor- 
tioms were performed in Israel in 
1969 and 1970, in Kupat Holim 
hospitals, private hospitals and phy- 
sicians’ surgeries — according to a 
document submitted to the District 
Court yesterday by Dr. Paul Elias, 
of the Rehovot Kupat Holim Hos- 
pital He and Dr. Samir Laver are 
going on trial next week for per- 
forming four illegal abortions at 
the hospital. 

Dr. Elias did not document ‘his 
figures with precise sources of in- 
formation, but noted that no one 
ever tried to hide the fact that 
abortions were being performed all 
the time. Despite the fact that they 
are often done in contradiction to 
the letter of the law, he contended 


* that the police and the Welfare 


Ministry know about them, as does 
the administration of Kupat Holim: 
these bodles have all given their 
tacit approval by looking the other 
way. He further alleged thet in the 
history of the State, no doctor has 
ever been convicted of performing 
an illegal abortion.
